VICHY, Tuesday. — 
Rumanian forces in the Gri 
tinued their offensive this morning, 
attacking along a 15-mile front on the 
narrow Kerch Isthmus, according to a 
Bucharest dispatch. Preparation was 
started on Friday, and the main attack 
was launched at 8 o'clock last night. 
Fighting is fiercest on the shores of 
Arabat Bay—on the northern side of 
the isthmus—where the Axis forces are 
stated to have advanced nearly two 
miles. Observers in Bucharest say that 
the offensive appears to mark the 
beginning of the Germans’ spring 
campaign. Further north, in the 
Donetz Basin, considerable activity has 
been noted recently. Taken in. con- 
juction with the Crimean attack, this 
may mean that the German High Com- 
mand intends to launch a large-scale 
offensive ‘against the Caucasus in the 
near future. 

The dispatch says :—‘‘ The Rusgians 
in this small area have massed large 
forces, reported to total seven 
. divisions, strongly supported by tanks. 
While the Luftwaffe will, undoubtedly, 
play a big róle in these operations, the 
Russians have the support of powerful 
anti-aircraft defences and many 
squadrons of aircraft based on the 
Caucasus.’’—(Reuter.)

LANDING CLAIMED 


A Vichy News Agency despatch from 
the Ukraine front claims that the 
Germans’ Crimea offensive opened with 
-a night landing on the shore of the 
Gulf of Fedosia, behind the Soviet 
lines. German and Rumanian troops 
seized the strip of land stretching from 
the Black Sea coast to the southern 
shore of Lake Ubundar. On Sunday 
night Axis troops broke through 
Soviet defences, reaching, the outskirts 
of Marienthal next day, the message 
says. 

By dawn on Tuesday they had 
reached the Sea of Azov coast. On 
Kerch Peninsula, the message adds, 
Axis troops advanced as far as 
Ojuspete, on the Gulf of Arabat coast. 

German military circles say that 
without doubt the Crimea attack is the 
prelude to big operations aimed at the 
conquest of the Pemeaius.—-(aehie.) 

MOSCOW, Tuesday.— The Soviet 
ee states: ‘‘ During to-day 
stubborn fighting continued on the 
Kerch Peninsula. Nothing of import- 
ance took place on other sectors of the 
front.”’

An official -announcement issued by 
the Germans says:—‘‘ The commander 
of the German forces in the Nether- 
Jands announces that the trial of 
leaders of a sécret organisation has now 
ended. Twenty-seven Dutchmen were 
found guilty of espionage, favouring 
the enemy, and being in possession of 
arms. Twenty-five were sentenced to 
death and two to imprisonment for life. 
One of those sentenced to death was 
reprieved and given a sentence of life 
imprisonment. The twenty-four sen- 
tenced to death have already been 
shot.’’— (Reuter. )

Followin the 
detonation Ted Chapman as) and 
John Coffey (30), labourer, Rivers- 
town, Tramore, were found to have 
been killed. Two other men who were 
in the garage at the time of the acci- 
dent were injured—Edward Winters, 
a native of the town, seriously, and 
John Reddy, proprietor of the garage,

An /rish Times representative, in a 
brief interview with Mr. Reddy in the 
County Infirmary, where he is de- 
tained, learned that the explosion was 
apparently caused by a cylindrical 
object of smali size which had been 
picked up on the strand at Tramore 
and sold to Mr. -Reddy as scrap metal. 
From the story related by the injured 
man, it would seem that some time 
during the day a customer visited bis 
garage and asked for a piece of bronze, 
which he required as part of a fitting 
for a motor boat. Seeing the object 
referred to, which was about four 
inches by six inches, and was of a 
bronze material, he said that this piece 
oí. metal, as it was thought to be, 
would exactly suit his requirements. 
Mr. Reddy’s employés and himself 
then proceeded to dismantle the ob- 
ject in question from some other sub- 
stance to which it was attached when 
the garage was suddenly blasted by a 
terrific crash, which was described as 
being like a tremendous thunderclap.

BERLIN, Tuesday.—Germany’s reply 
to Mr. Churchill’s warning, that if the 
Germans use gas on the eastern front

Northern Ireland ‘Minister of 
Finance, presenting his Budget in 
the Northern House of Commons 
yesterday, announced that the pro- 
visional contribution to the Empire’s 
war chest in the coming year would 
be £21,300,000. This is almost 
double the record contribution last 
year of £11,750,000. 

The only change in taxation an- 
nounced was in regard to entertain- 
ments duty, which, from May 3lst, will 
be raised to the same level as in Great 
Britain. The increase will not apply to 
outdoor sports for the time being. Pro- 
visions ‘have also been made for the 
preservation of liquor licences, tem- 
porarily discontinued owing to war con- 
ditions, 

Including £4,416,000 from the 
Imperial Government in recoupment of 
excess war expenditure, the Minister 
estimated that the total receipts from 
all sources would be £41,797,000. 
Expenditure 18 estimated at £20,415,000, 
which would provide an estimated 
Imperial contribution of £21,3500,000, 
leaving an estimated surplus of £84,000. 

‘‘During the past financial year, ' 
said the Minister, ‘‘ over £3,000, has 
been invested in Ulster Savings Certi- 
ficates, an increase of over ,000 on 
the previous year bringing the total 
investments in the national defence 
issue of Ulster Savings Certificates, the 
whole of which has been lent to the 
Imperial Exchequer for war purposes, 
tc £6,300000 at álst March last. 
The estimates of expenditure on supply 
services amount to £16,185,000. he 
total represents a decrease of no less 
than £1,743,908 on the total estimates 
for the previous year. The total esti- 
mated cost of Reserved Services is 
estimated for the year at £2,573,000. 
The tax revenue under the direct con- 
trol is expected to yield in the year a 
total of £2,028,000. The estimated 
vield from estate duties is put at 
£725,000, which is an increase of 
£60,000 over last year’s figure, but a 
decrease of £154,000 from the actual 
out-turn for last year, which was 
increased by abnormal factors. 
Revenue from stamp duties is esti- 
mated to provide us with £210,000. 
He budgeted for a decrease of £216,000 
on motor vehicle duties—that is, for an 
amount of £643,000. Customs and 
Excise duties, exclusive of the purchase 
tax, are expected to yield £12,509,000, 
an increase of £4,379, over. last year. 
The estimated revenue from income tax 
and surtax is £12,900,000, an estimated 
net increase of £2,158,000 over last 
year.

NEW DUBLIN MOVEMENT - 


Intent ou ending the menace to their 
livelihood represented by cycle thefts, 
und also on combating the “ black 
market ” in bicycles, representatives ol 
various cycling clubs, the Irish Tourist 
Association, and other interested bodies, 
met in Jury’s Hotel last night to decide 
on a plan of campaign. It was decided 
to hold a public meeting: in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, on Wednesday, 
May 27 next, before which a procession 
of cyclists will go from the Rotunda 
to the Mansion House, starting at 7 


.m 
The procession and meeting will be 
un attempt to enlist the widest ible 
support for the anti-cycle thief move- 
ment, and it is intended to carry the 
organisation to the large provencial 
towns. The movement will. be under 
the auspices of the National Athletic 
and Cycling Association. 
General E. O’Duffy, at last night’s 
rieeting, said that the cycle thefts had 
become a menace to the public in the 
present time, when so many people 
depended on their bicycles for their 
livelihood. He said that 410 machines 
had been stolen in Dublin during last 
month, but only ten per cent. of them 
had been recovered — due to the 
thoroughness of the thieves’ organisa- 
tion. The Guards were doing the best 
they could, but the public’s co-opera- 
tion was essential if the menace was 
to be removed. The thieves were sup- 
plying the “black market,” and lorries 
and vans were being used to take 
away locked bicycles that were stolen.

Dublin.

Dr. Alton has been Vice-Provost. of 
Dublin University since the retirement 
of Dr. Goligher. A Senior Fellow and 
Registrar. of Trinity College, Dublin, 
he has been Professor of Eatin there 
since 1927, and has been a inember of 
Séanad ireann since*T938:- ~~~ 

This distinguished scho well liked 
among Trinity students, Who regard 
him as “ peppery, but pleasant," has 
set them the example of a fine and 
varied career, as T.D., Senator, author, 
educationist, traveller and footballer. 
He has visited many universities 
throughout the world, and his 
researches and discoveries are well 
known to scholars. 

He was educated at the High School, 
Dublin, and at Trinity College, Dublin. 
In the university he was 1st Classical 
Scholar in 1894, and took the Wray 
Prize, the Berkeley Medal and the 
Vice-Chancellor’s Medal in the follow- 
ing year. A 1st Senior Moderatorship 
in Classics, a Senior Moderatorship in 
Philosophy. Classical Studentship, and 
the Vice-Chancellor’s ;Prize followed in 
1896. Soon after this;Dr. Alton strayed 
a little from the. diréction of the star 
which was so evidently guiding him, 
and tried’ journalism for a while, but 
returned to read for his Fellowship. 

He was awarded the Madden /’rize 
in 1903. became a Fellow two years 
later, and then progressed through 
a series of distitictions — Tutor, 
Lecturer in Classical Composition, 
Special Leeturer in Classics, ‘and 
Lecturer in Hebrew. He was: a 
Senior Proctor 1937-’38. A captain 
in the University O.T.C. in 1915, 
he retired in 1920. His varied 
interests are evidenced by the fact 
that he was a member of the Pontifical 
Academy of Arcadia; Vice-President 
of the Royal Irish Academy in 1938, 
and member of the Council; Fellow of 
St. Columba’s College, Rathfarnham ; 
Governor of Erasmus Smith Schools; 
member of the Greater Dublin and 
other Commissions; a former member 
of the Film Censor’s Appeal Board, 
and an ex-President of the Classical 
Association of Ireland. . 

As legislator: he was a member of 
the Southern Ireland. Parliament in 
1922, and re ntative of the Univer- 
sity of Dublin in Dail Eireann between 
1923 and 1937, when University repre- 
sentation was abolished. 

His publications include various 
articles contributed to Hermathena (of 
which he was editor from. 1921 to 
1937) ; Kottabos, Cambridge Classical 
Companion, Classical Review, and 
other papers and fonsa dias, He 
collaborated with Dr. Goligher in the 
compilation of the Roman volume in 
Herbert Spencer’s Sociological Data 
Series. 

To his new distinction, as heal of 
Treiand’s oldest college, Dr. Alton will 
carry with him the good wishes of all.

“Our forces cotinter-attacked in the 
afternoon, and succeeded in driving the 
enemy to the South. On other parts of 
the front operations ‘ proceeded accord- 
ing to plan’ , 

“The enemy action previously re- 
ported at Shwegyin continued through- 
out 10th May in the vicinity of the 
ferry, The enemy force, originally nam- 
bering about 300, with at least one gun, 
besides light machine-guns and mor- 
tars, was later reinforced during the 
day. Our force counter-attacked in the 
afternoon, and succeeded in driving the 
enemy to the South. Contact was broken 
with the enemy in the evening. It ap- 
peared that the enemy forces had 
travelled up-river, ising several motor 
craft.” 

The Chungking military spokesman 
said: ‘‘ The main force of the invaders 
has retired to Wanting border station, 
which the Japanese were earlier re- 
ported to have evacuated, leaving its 
rearguard near Mangshih, 3) miles 
north-east of Chefang. The danger of 
a Yunnan invasion still remains, as 
there are strong Japanese reserves bein 
held in the rear, An army of several 
hundred thousand Chinese, however, 
stands ready to defend Kunming, 
Yunnan provincial capital.’’— (Reuter. ) 


TRANSPORTS HIT 


LONDON, Tuesday. — General 
MacArthur’s headquarters announced 
to-day that two Japanese ‘transports 
were hit in attacks on shipping off 
Kessa, in the Solomon Islands. The 
ships were probably taking supplies to 
Japanese troops, which were con- 
centrated on some of the islands before 
the naval battle. 

Allied bombers yesterday attacked 
a Japanese seaplane base at Deboyne 
Island (Louisiade Archipelago), 600 
miles from the Australian mainland, 
causing “ considerable damage.” After 
a respite of ten days the Japanese 
returned to attack Port Moresby (New 
Guinea) and Horn Island (off the 
Northern tip of Australia). At Port 
Moresby there was slight damage, but 
at Horn Island there was none.— 
(Reuter. )

DESTROYERS SUNK

GERMAN AIR ATTACK

FRS British destroyers were 
lost in the Mediterranean on 
Monday afternoon after a heavy 


attack. by. German aircraft. There 


were four destroyers in the force. 
One was hit and sank. Two others 
were hit later. One sank and the 
other, which was taken in tow, had 
to be sunk, as it was impossible to 
save it. 

More than 500 officers and men of 
the three destroyers were saved. — 

During the attacks the Royal Air 
Force shot down one of the German 
‘planes and damaged seven others. 

The followin communiqué was 
issued’ by the British Admiralty last 
night :— 

“ Yesterday afternoon a force con- 
sisting of four of our destroyers were 
Mean attacked by German aircraft, in 
the tern Mediterranean, H.M.S. 
Lively (Lieut.-Commander W. F. E. 
Hussey, D.8.0., D.S.C., R.N.) was hit 
and sank. 

“The remaining three destroyers 
were subjected to further heavy air 
attack by the German Air Force dur- 
ing the evening. H.M.S. Jackal 
and H.M.S. Kipling (Commander A. 
St. Clair Ford, D.S.0., R.N.) were 
both hit H.M.S. Kipling sank. 
H.M.S. Jackal was taken in tow, but 
had to be sunk by our own forces 
during the early hours of this morning, 
since it became impossible to save the 
ship. 

“The next-of-kin of casualties in 
H.M.S. Lively, H.M.S. Jackal and 
H.M.S. Kipling would be informed as 
soon as “a Á 

“Tt is known that more than 500 
officers and men from these three ships 
are safe, so the total number of 
casualties cannot be heavy. 

“During these air attacks Beau- 
fighters of the Royal Air Force 
destroyed one HE. 111 and damaged 
at least two HE. lll's and five 
JU. 88’s.”’ 


GERMAN REPORT 

In an account of the sinking of the 
destroyers the Germans say that they 
used dive-bombers of the Junkers 88 
type.

And I[ venture to 
think that there is no part of that 
nest where the stings are more ready, 
and their effective power to injure more 
remarkable, than here in the ancient 
Palace of Westminster.”

the past two centuries, when a man 
might spend months wrestling with 
a disputed passage—and left it indis- 
putable at the conclusion of his 
labour. We may regret—as many 
of his pupils have regretted—that 
the new Provost thus far has com- 
mitted only a fraction of his research 
to print. Perhaps, in the seclusion 
of the Provost’s House he will find 
time to repair the omission. It may 
be, however, that the likelihood is 
for the 
Provostship of such a college as 
Trinity, in such a country as Ire- 
land, is no sinecure. It is an office 
that calls not merely for the graces 
of scholarship, but for the 
sterner qualities of statesmanship. 
Trinity College occupies a unique 
position in Ireland. Its roots 
are in the past; its traditions, 
or many of them, belong to a nation 
which has gone for ever—a nation 
with a different outlook upon the 
world in general and its neighbours 
in particular, a different attitude 
towards scholarship, a different con- 
ception of the functions of a 
university. Yet Trinity College must 
live in the present, and has no desire 
to do otherwise. As it has many 
loyal sons, and many admirers out- 
side the ranks of its sons, so it has 
many enemies—people who would 
seek to alter its character by force 
majeure, rather than permit it to 
mould its own destiny and therein 


‘to make its proper and natural 


contribution to its country’s welfare. 
Between the realities of the past and 
the harder realities of the present 
Trinity College must steer its way. 
Thanks largely to a succession of 
able Provosts, it has survived the 
buffetings of twenty years of change 
with its credit not merely un- 
diminished, but heightened; it has 
accepted, and has been accepted by, 
a new Ireland. Stormy days lie 
ahead for Trinity, as for every other 
institution in Ireland and beyond 
her borders; for war and its after- 
math bring with them a host of new 
ideas, both sound and dangerous. 
The coming years will be a testing 
time for the old College, which may 
count itself fortunate to be under 
the direction of a gentle scholar who 
has found time, during twenty years 
of a parliamentary career, to gain 
experience in the acerbity of 
politics. 


Sound and Fury 


For the space of two hours by the 
clock Mr. James Dillon treated Dail 
Eireann yesterday to a display of 
turgid verbosity which must have 
been unequalled in the records even 
of that rather talkative assembly. 
Mr. Dillon is a-clever young man; 
but he suffers from two defects which 
are almost fatal in the case of a 
man with political ambitions: he is 
subject to almost chronic fits of 
spleen, and he talks far too much. 
Furthermore, the good fairy who 
distributes a sense of humour must 
have been missing from the galaxy 
of her sister sprites that attended 
on the birth of this Demosthenes 
from Ballaghaderreen, Mr. Dillon’s 
thunder yesterday was directed 
mainly against the Minister for 
Supplies and the Irish Times. There 
was a false note about the thunder. 
It sounded suspiciously like the 
attempts of the “‘ effects ' man in a 


s| fit-up theatre to simulate the anger 


of the elements while the villain of 
the piece is about to accomplish his 
dirty work; but Mr. Dillon doubt- 
less did his best, and the mere fact 
that he held the floor for one 
hundred and twenty minutes sug- 
gests that he has missed his vocation. 
How one would enjoy Mr. Dillon in 
the part of Matthias in “The 
Bells’?! We are not directly in- 
terested in his attack on the 
Minister for Supplies. On occasion 
we have attacked Mr. Lemass 
ourselves, and we have no apologies 
to make for our description of 
the Minister as a “‘ bonny fechter.”’

curtailed. motor traffic has been 
restricted, and ‘bus services have 
been reduced to a minimum, but still 
the people seem to prefer travel 
under such difficult conditions to no 
trave: at all. Popular report now 
has it that the British Ministry of 
War Transport has under con- 
sideration the possibility of applying 
to the problem of transport the 
solution which has been applied te 
all other similar problems, and a 
system of “rationed” travel has 
been predicted. A Press Association 
message on the subject says that 
no decision yet has been reached, 
but seems to infer that the 
possibility is not altogether remote. 
While the system of rationing 
undeniably would have its advan- 
tages, we fear that it also would 
have more than a fair share 
of shortcomings. Presumably some 
arrangement would be made with 
the transport companies whereby 
anybody who boarded a 'bus, tram 
or train would have to furnish the 
tram conductor or the ticket collector 
with the appropriate number of 
coupons in exchange for his ticket. 
Supplementary coupons, of course, 
would be issued to everybody who 
might be required by his employers, 
or by the nation, to travel above 
the average amount per week, 
and it is in respect of these 
supplementary. allowances that the 
major difficulties would arise. 
Ordinary business men, and women, 
not to mention factory workers and 
school children, would require a 
certain regular supplementary alloca- 
tion in order to let them get to their 
offices, factories and schools, House- 
wives who lived above.a certain 
distance from the city would, no 
doubt, feel entitled to claim certain 
consideration in view of the fact 
that thoy have to buy the provisions 
for their families.
